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Masked Halloween gang in attack on the police 

200 BIKERS GO 
ON THE RAMPAGE

A GANG of 200 masked bikers 
ran riot speeding through red 
lights and performing danger¬ 
ous street stunts on Hallow¬ 
een night. 

The group caused chaos on roads 
around Solihull and when police re¬ 
sponded a van full of officers was at¬ 
tacked with fireworks and eggs. 

At one stage a group of up to 100 masked 
bikers surrounded a police van in Yorkminster 
Drive, Chelms- 
ley Wood, kick¬ 
ing at the wing 
mirrors and try¬ 
ing to smash its 
windows before 
speeding off when 
back-up arrived. 

West Midlands 
Police chief in¬ 
spector Jack 
Hadley described 
Car windows smashed gather- 

during the troubles m g - known as a 
Halloween Ride 
Out - as dangerous and criminal. Officers had 
to use stingers to stop many of the bikers in 
their tracks and seized 10 motorcycles, some 
suspected stolen and arrested seven people. 

Nuisance 

Five men and two male youths were arrested 
on suspicion of dangerous driving, causing a 
public nuisance and motoring offences. 

One of the thugs - believed to have been rid¬ 
ing without lights or registration plates - suf¬ 
fered serious chest injuries following a collision 
with a car in Solihull. 

Video footage taken on the night shows the 
riders making their way along Pershore Road 
South before turning into Middleton Hall Road. 

West Midlands Police chief inspector Jack 
Hadley said: “This wasn’t a rally of bike enthu¬ 
siasts - this was loutish, criminal behaviour. 
Bikers were riding without lights, at speed, 
dangerously, pulling wheelies in the street, 
mounting pavements and damaging vehicles. 

“We had one call from fire service colleagues 
reporting a group of bikers stopping a fire truck 
from responding to an emergency call. 

“Areas across Solihull, central and south Bir¬ 
mingham were affected, with road users and 
pedestrians put at risk and a nuisance caused 
in residential areas.” 

“One biker suffered serious chest injuries 
that were thought to be life threatening; the 
man’s condition improved overnight.”

A GARDENER from Wednesbury has grown 
the country’s biggest-ever tomato. Grown in 
his greenhouse at Friar Park allotments, the 
tomato weighs a mammoth six pound two 
ounces. 

Chris Evans, aged 21, won the class at the 
Malvern Autumn Show which thousands of 
people flocked to. He said: “It was great to 
win the show - the people who got closest to 
mine had four-pounders. I was really pleased 
to find out later that the organisers told me 
that mine was the biggest ever tomato grown 
in the country.” 


The Malvern Winter Show showcases 
‘huge, ugly and overgrown’ vegetables. 

It’s been a great year for Chris, who is a 
leading member of the Midlands Leek Soci¬ 
ety, after he ranked at the Midland show in 
West Bromwich with his pot leeks, onions 
and the prize for the three-in-one class for 
blanched leeks. 

Chris said he grew six plants of a French 
variety of tomato and allowed only a limited 
number of tomatoes to grow on each plant. 

“I fed them just once a week for most of 
the time but then gave them more fertiliser 


in the run-up to the show,” he said. He’s been 
interested in gardening all his life and helped 
on the family plot until he got his own three 
years ago. 

Councillor Richard Marshall, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for leisure, said: “It’s very pleasing to 
hear that a keen Sandwell gardener has made 
his mark in a national competition and we 
send him our congratulations.” Two years ago 
Jim Dirden, another Wednesbury allotment 
grower, won the prize for the heaviest leek 
at the Malvern event with his big pot leek, 
grown at the Woden Road South plots.

Second city ranked 
third in stress table 

RESEARCH has found that Birmingham is 
the third most stressed place in the UK. 

Aviva carried out research into the pro¬ 
portion of people in the UK who have taken 
time off work with stress. 

Birmingham ranked third with 36 per 
cent, the same amount as London. 

A total of 25 per cent of people have 
taken time off work with stress but blamed 
it on a physical illness, the research has 
found. 

Plymouth is home to the highest propor¬ 
tion of people in the UK who have taken 
time off work with stress, at a total of 39 
per cent.

Parking fees start 
up at beauty spot 

CONTROVERSIAL parking charges 
came into force at Sandwell Valley 
Country Park this week. Visitors were 
made to pay at the beauty spot for the 
first time after council bosses said they 
could no longer afford to pay mainte¬ 
nance costs from its own budget alone. 

Chiefs pressed ahead with plans for 
the charges in the face of huge public 
opposition. Hundreds signed a petition 
against the plans. People will have to 
pay from 40p for an hour to £2 for more 
than four hours. Those who don’t pay 
will face £50 fines.

Man seriously hurt 
after fall at factory 

A FATHER of six has been receiving treat¬ 
ment in hospital, after falling 18ft at a 
factory. Raymond Wyman, aged 34, was 
seriously injured after a tanker exploded 
at the unit on Heath Road, Darlaston, on 
Monday. Mr Wyman, from Pensnett, was 
airlifted to the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service said 
Mr Wyman suffered multiple injuries follow¬ 
ing the fall. Mr Wyman’s sister Davina said: 
“We have been told he is critical but stable. 
We are all numb and worried.” 

The Health and Safety Executive has 
begun an investigation into the incident.

Moore has been flying the Al¬ 
bion flag during the challenge, 
which started in Morecambe and 
will end on the east coast. 

It has been a few years now 
since ‘Big Dave’, as he was fondly 
known at The Hawthorns, hung 
up his boots and ahead of the 
challenge he admitted he might 
be feeling it the next day. 

The former defender, who 
played 104 times for the Bag¬ 
gies between 2001 and 2006, has 
joined mother-of-three Sallyann 
Wright and her best friend Paula 
Burns for a leg of the trip. 

The pair are trekking the whole 


132 miles for the Albion Founda¬ 
tion from west to east and Moore 
was with them for 27.3 miles. 
Sallyann, from Cradley Heath, 
is a keen fundraiser and has also 
volunteered in Kenya.

Moore said: “I’ve known Sal 
and Paula for a long time.

Ahead of the challenge, Sally¬ 
ann said: “I’ve had a personal 
trainer who’s been attempting to 
get me in some kind of shape. 

“I’ve been doing lots of training 
and walking at any opportunity 
possible but I’m not so sure it’ll 
be enough until I begin the the 
first marathon.” 


Focusing on hospital 
history in the making 


IN just under two years, the 
region’s newest hospital - 
The Midland Metropolitan 
- will open its doors to pa¬ 
tients requiring acute medi¬ 
cal care. 

To mark the occasion, keen 
photographers were invited to 
a special event to visit the site 
and capture a photograph of the 
building as it takes shape. 

It was also an opportunity to get in¬ 
volved in the on-going photographic 
competition which is being run by 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust, which aims 
to gather images that capture the 
essence of the hospital and encapsu¬ 
late the culture and diversity in the 
community. 

The selected photographs will then 
be displayed at a special exhibition 
when the Midland Met finally opens 
in 2018. 

Keen snappers were able to take 
their own photographs from the 
viewing platform overlooking the 
mammoth site. 

Reference 

Trust Director of Communications, 
Ruth Wilkin said: “The Midland Met 
will serve the health needs of our 
community for many years to come, 
so we would like to ensure that we 
mark this important time with a pho¬ 
tographic record, which will be an im¬ 
portant reference for those who come 
after us. 

“As many thousands of babies have 
been born on our hospital sites at 
Sandwell and City, many more will be 
born at Midland Met, so this is their 
history we’re writing now for them.

“Looking at it that way, this is a 
poignant and important project to be 
part of.” 

Construction company Carillion 
Pic are leading the build of the new 
hospital, which covers 16 acres. 

When open, it will feature 670 
beds, 15 operating theatres and new 
diagnostic equipment. 

The hospital is being created to 
provide maternity, children’s and in¬ 
patient adult services to an estimated 
half a milli on people. 

The A&E will also replace emer¬ 
gency care facilities at City Hospital. 


However, it was criticised in an 
independent report by health expert 
John Lister, who said the hospital 
was the wrong size, built in the wrong 
place and will cost too much. 

But bosses behind the hospital hit 
back at the claims, saying they had 
noted ‘inaccuracies’ in the report. 

Intermediate 

The new hospital is only one of sev¬ 
eral major developments planned for 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust, with an expanded 
intermediate care centre on the City 


Hospital site and the Sandwell Treat¬ 
ment Centre on the current Sandwell 
General Hospital site.

Man went 
on rampage 
following 
argument 

A MAN smashed up £3,000 worth of his 
ex-partner’s property and pushed her 
down stairs during a row. Karl Saun¬ 
ders, aged 30, argued with his then girl¬ 
friend at her home in Walsall after he 
pushed her five-year-old daughter. 

During the altercation that followed 
at the property in Pleck, he destroyed a 
Samsung flatscreen TV worth £2,000, a 
washing machine, a fridge, bedroom fur¬ 
niture and another television. 

He was at the home on August 19 with 
the woman, her daughter and her two- 
year-old child when the girl complained 
that Saunders had pushed her while her 
mother was in kitchen. 

According to prosecutor Mr Masawar 
Iqbal, the woman then asked Saunders, 
of Slater Street, Tipton: “What gives you 
the right to touch her?” She then told 
him to leave the house. But he followed 
her and as she walked down stairs, felt a 
push to her back. Her fall was only bro¬ 
ken by boxes at the bottom. 

Saunders admitted charges of assault 
by beating and causing criminal damage 
at a hearing on August 22. At Walsall 
Magistrates Court on Wednesday, Octo¬ 
ber 26, Saunders was given a 24-month 
community order and will have to un¬ 
dertake a rehabilitation activity require¬ 
ment for 25 days. 

He must also complete a Building Bet¬ 
ter Relationships programme for up to 
40 days. Magistrates also ordered Saun¬ 
ders to pay £595 for the damage he had 
caused to his ex-partner’s property, pay 
her £100 compensation and an £85 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. 

MR in promise 
on defibrillators 

WARLEY MP John Spellar has prom¬ 
ised to work with schools to get more 
defibrillators fitted. 

As part of European Restart a Heart 
Day, Mr Spellar visited The Oliver King 
Foundation at an event in Westminster. 

The Oliver King Foundation was set 
up after the death of 12-year-old Oli¬ 
ver King from a sudden cardiac arrest, 
which kills 12 young people each week. 
He was winning a swimming race at 
school. 

Mr Spellar, who has signed up to 
become a defibrillator champion for 
Sandwell, said: “It is vital that we take 
action to prevent any loss of life where 
one can be saved. 

“I will be working with local schools 
in my constituency to fundraise and get 
lifesaving defibrillators in our area.”

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Pensioner 
'duped'into 
£l2k debt 
for panels 

A BLACK Country pensioner was 
‘duped’ into signing up to a £12,000 
credit agreement with an energy com¬ 
pany for installation of solar panels, a 
court heard. 

Betty Harris, aged 82, from Old¬ 
bury, was approached by two con¬ 
tractors from Walsall-based energy 
company Qulham - who were trading 
as The Energy Agency. 

Wolverhampton Magistrates heard 
how Mrs Harris was told that the 
panels were going to be free, despite 
questioning the contractors on several 
occasions alongside her son. 

Managing Director, Mr Amanjeev 
Atkar, pleaded guilty on behalf of the 
company to three charges of unfair 
trading. The company was fined a 
total of £17,342.95 including £7,000 
in court costs and a victim surcharge 
fee of £120. They were also ordered 
to pay Mrs Harris around £1,300 in 
compensation. 

Mr Alexandra Barnfield, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “In her own words Mrs Har¬ 
ris was ‘duped’. On another occasion 
when her son and the rep were pres¬ 
ent, an invoice to The Energy Agency 
of £7,000 ‘fell out’ of documents and 
was addressed to Mrs Harris - but 
the rep still insisted that she wouldn’t 
have to pay. She later discovered that 
she had signed a 23-year credit agree¬ 
ment for £12,510.66. It would have 
lasted until she was 105 years old.” 

The two contractors were dismissed 
and the finance agreement was settled 
in full by the company along with the 
solar panels being removed at the re¬ 
quest of Mrs Harris, the court heard. 

'Grot-spot' cash 
sorts problems 

A SPECIAL ‘grot spot’ cash grant 
was used to fix up a problem site in 
the Black Country which was used 
by nuisance drinkers, drug users and 
fly-tippers. 

Residents complained about the 
problems in Warren Close, Tipton, in¬ 
cluding vandalism on the site - lead¬ 
ing deputy town lead Councillor Bill 
Cherrington to put in a ‘grot spot’ bid 
for £4,500 which proved successful. 

This cash was used to block off the 
entrance off the main road to stop the 
short cuts and nuisance from motor¬ 
ists. A gate was installed at the other 
end of the car park. Since then the 
fly-tipping has stopped and short-cut 
driving is no longer a problem. 

Councillor Cherrington said it was a 
good use of ‘grot spot’ funding. 

Police step up 
patrols in town 

POLICE patrols in Wednesbury have 
been stepped up after reports of an¬ 
ti-social behaviour and drug activi¬ 
ty. Neighbourhood Policing Teams 
tweeted to say they were patrolling 
Manor Gardens and Thorn Close.

Food bank use soars 
in the space of a year 


THE number of families relying on 
food banks in Sandwell soared in 
the space of a year, new figures 
have been revealed. 

An extra 700 packages were handed out 
during 2015/16 compared to 12 months 
earlier as desperate families struggled to 
make ends meet. 

It was also revealed the number of children 
needing help from food banks in the borough 
had risen past 5,000. 

Meanwhile the number of adults requiring 
the assistance across Sandwell reached more 
than 8,000. 

The shocking statistics were revealed as the 
council looks to implement an Anti-Poverty 
Action Plan. 

In a document outlining the plan, it states: 
“Sandwell has one of the highest levels of dep¬ 
rivation in England. Low pay, insecure employ¬ 
ment, continuing welfare reform changes and 
on-going cuts to public spending continue to hit 
our residents hard.” 

The action plan was presented before the 
council’s cabinet, and sets out additional activ¬ 
ities that agencies will carry out in order to try 
and combat poverty in the borough. 

Activities 

This includes helping people and families to 
maximise their income and reduce costs, cre¬ 
ating pathways into local employment, and re¬ 
sponding to food poverty. 

Councillor Steve Eling, leader of Sandwell 
Council, said: “We are seeing an increase in 
people going to food banks nationwide, and it 
is very concerning. One of the biggest things we 
are seeing is that it is not just people who are 
out of work. There are lots of people who are 
in work now, but on zero hours contracts with 
no guarantee of income, that are having to use 
food banks too.” 

He added that the council has always had 
an action plan to tackle poverty, and that they 
would continue to support organisations which 
tackle the issue as well as the local food banks 
in their work. The new data reveals that West 
Bromwich saw the highest number of food 
parcels distributed and vouchers redeemed in 
2015/16, at 2,284. 

Whereas Smethwick and Wednesbury saw 
slight decreases in the rate of food bank activ¬ 
ity compared to the year before, they still re¬ 
corded 2,050 and 490 packages being needed 
respectively.

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Woman in scissors attack avoids jail 


A WOMAN who attacked her boy¬ 
friend with scissors during an alco¬ 
hol-fuelled row has been given a sus¬ 
pended sentence. 

Gemma Maiden, of High Street, 
Quarry Bank, had been on a night 
out with her long-term partner Ben 
Chapman on August 2 when an ar¬ 
gument broke out. 

Mr Chapman punched Maiden first 
- but she attacked him with the scis¬ 


sors as he went to leave their home, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. He was left with scratches down 
his back, prosecutor Helen Chamber¬ 
lin said. 

Maiden, aged 25, said she has no 
recollection of hurting him in that 
way. They had been celebrating his 
success after he was given an award 
for entertaining at a Mecca Bingo 
hall. But an argument flared in 


their bedroom. The court was told 
the couple has ‘now very much rec¬ 
onciled’ and, in an unusual move, 
Judge James Burbidge QC invited 
Mr Chapman to give his view before 
he sentenced Maiden. 

Mr Chapman said Maiden’s actions 
were out of character and that she is 
getting help for mental health issues. 
He said: “That is not her. I wouldn’t 
have been with her for six years if 


it was.” The court was told she has 
seven convictions for 16 offences, 
which include criminal damage. 

He also told the court that he had 
sought to retract his complaint over 
Maiden’s behaviour a week later. 

Maiden was given a jail term 
of four months, suspended for 18 
months. She will also need to under¬ 
take a 30 day rehabilitation activity 
requirement over 12 months.

IT is time to ‘seize the moment’ and 
expand Birmingham Airport, the Con¬ 
servative candidate to be the first 
West Midlands mayor has said. 

Andy Street, the former boss of John Lew¬ 
is, said now expansion at Heathrow had been 
given the green light by ministers, it was 
time to plough ahead with looking at how 
Birmingham Airport will grow. 

Birmingham Airport’s expansion plans, due to 
be published next year, are expected to include 
proposals for a second runway. 

It would allow Birming¬ 
ham to serve 55 million 
passengers by 2050. 

Mr Street said: “The 
Government’s announce¬ 
ment on the future of avi¬ 
ation in the UK sets very 
firmly the context for air¬ 
port expansion nationally. 

“Within this landscape, 
it’s important we now 
seize the moment and 
start setting out our case 
Calls - Andy Street for expansion at Birming¬ 
ham and, crucially, how 
other important aspects like planning, the envi¬ 
ronment and rail transport fit in. 

“Businesses across the region are very clear on 
their desire for an expanded Birmingham Airport. 

“We certainly have momentum as, unlike 
Heathrow, we currently have under-utilised ca¬ 
pacity and thus we can grow now. 

“The airport’s leadership are already exploiting 
this opportunity well. For the last 19 months there 
has been record growth, and our airport is now 
handling approximately 11 million movements a 
year. That leaves good capacity on the one runway, 
which we can take advantage of whilst decisions 
are taken for London’s current airports. 

“But this is very much about long-term plan¬ 
ning. A growing regional economy, and the advent 
of HS2 within the decade, give us a new opportu¬ 
nity which needs very careful planning.” 

It follows Theresa May’s cabinet-approved pro¬ 
posals to build a third runway at Heathrow over 
its rival Gatwick. 

While there was no mention on Birmingham 
Airport expansion initially, Howard Davies who 
headed the review of the country’s airports high¬ 
lighted Birmingham as having a strong case for 
future expansion. 

Solihull council has also created the Urban 
Growth Company (UGC) to develop a masterplan 
into how the area around the airport and proposed 
HS2 rail station could be transformed. 


Mr Street added: “I very much look forward to 
working with the airport and the UGC on how we 
can make the most of our opportunities. 

“If we can be genuinely co-ordinated and 
demonstrate a long-term vision, we will have a 
big advantage over other airport areas which have 
taken a more piecemeal approach.” 

Labour’s mayoral candidate Sion Simon, said: 
“For too long, the West Midlands’ interests have 
been put second to London’s. Their interests are 
not ours. In failing to prioritise new aviation ca¬ 
pacity for the West Midlands, once again, we have 
been let down. Anything short of a clear commit¬ 
ment to more capacity in the West Midlands con¬ 
tinues the tradition of a Conservative government 
in London failing to give us a fair deal. 

“With High Speed Rail coming to the region in 
the next decade, it will be a costly missed oppor¬ 


tunity for businesses and for jobs. This is exactly 
why we need a Labour Mayor for all the West Mid¬ 
lands - not one dancing to the tune of the Tory 
government in London but someone always put¬ 
ting our interests first.” 

The Liberal Democrat candidate Beverley 
Nielsen has also backed calls for a second Bir¬ 
mingham runway. 

A Birmingham Airport spokesman said: “We 
are pleased that ministers have recognised the 
increasing role Birmingham Airport will play 
when it becomes the UK’s first high-speed rail 
connected airport and its catchment area is dra¬ 
matically enlarged into London. 

“We are now exploring the options for support¬ 
ing growing demand and creating an integrated 
transport hub so we can play our full part in un¬ 
locking the potential of the Midlands Engine.”

Jail issues 
with drugs 
are part of 
new report 

AN report into HMP Birmingham has 
highlighted issues with drug use by 
prisoners and shortage of staff. 

The annual monitoring report of 
the Winson Green Road prison de¬ 
tailed how prison officers ‘regularly 
face the challenge’ of drugs smuggled 
into the establishment and that their 
work is made harder by the high rate 
of staff sickness. 

In its annual report, the Independ¬ 
ent Monitoring Board (IMB) said 
New Psychoactive Substances (NPS), 
including what is known as ‘mamba’ 
continue to impact on all aspects of 
prison life and a solution to the prob¬ 
lem is ‘urgently required’. 

IMB chairman, Rodger Lawrence, 
said: “This stretches the resources of 
the establishment as well as those of 
the emergency and medical services.” 

The report goes on to highlight staff 
shortages as a major issue, impacting 
on morale, wellbeing and efficiency. 

Mr Lawrence continued: “The in¬ 
creasingly difficult behaviour of in¬ 
dividual prisoners, coupled with staff 
resource constraints give the board 
cause for concern but despite this, 
and a difficult operating environment, 
HMP Birmingham continues to de¬ 
velop and improve. 

“Illicit NPS affects all wings, in¬ 
volves intimidation and bullying and 
creates a climate of fear amongst 
many prisoners.” 

The report stated that the prison 
continues to provide a safe environ¬ 
ment for the majority of those in its 
care, but it cannot be guaranteed for 
all at present. 

Man who shot 
teen convicted 

A MAN who shot dead a teenager as 
he sat in a parked car in Birmingham 
earlier this year has been convicted of 
murder. Disharn Downie was part of a 
group that opened fire at the Seat Ibi¬ 
za on St Marks Crescent in Ladywood 
on March 17. 

One of the bullets struck 17-year- 
old front seat passenger Kenichi Phil¬ 
lips in the jaw and neck. Luckily the 
other two occupants were not hit and 
got out of the vehicle unharmed. 

All three men quickly ran away 
from the car after escaping through 
the driver’s door but Kenichi col¬ 
lapsed in a nearby alleyway. 

At Birmingham Crown Court last 
Tuesday he was found guilty of mur¬ 
dering Kenichi as well as attempted 
murder and attempted grievous bod¬ 
ily harm in relation to the other two 
occupants of the car. 

The 18-year-old, of Gravel Bank, 
Bartley Green was also convicted of 
possession of firearms with intent to 
endanger life and robbery - in relation 
to a separate matter a few weeks be¬ 
fore the killing. His co-accused Dean 
Silvera, aged 37, of St Giles Close, 
Rowley Regis was cleared of murder 
but found guilty of assisting an of¬ 
fender. The pair will be sentenced on 
November 28.

Appeal bid 
by cannabis 
farmer gets 
thrown out 

A CANNABIS farmer who explained 
he was a ‘heavy user’ himself has 
failed to convince top judges his 
54-month jail term was too tough. 

Imran Pervez, aged 26, of Pitclose 
Road in Birmingham, was jailed at 
the city’s crown court on March 22. 
He admitted being concerned in the 
production of cannabis. Pervez was 
arrested when police searched a prop¬ 
erty in Aubrey Road on February 26 
last year, Lady Justice Rafferty told 
London’s Appeal Court last Tuesday. 

Officers found two large tents at 
the address - one containing 10 can¬ 
nabis plants and the other five - with 
a value of up to £12,000. 

Bank statements showed large de¬ 
posits into Pervez’s bank account and 
receipts belonging to him listed items 
associated with setting up a cannabis 
factory. Pervez said he was a heavy 
user of the drug and had agreed to 
move some plants for someone else. 

But the judge who jailed him was 
not prepared to accept that explana¬ 
tion and found that he played a ‘lead¬ 
ing role’ in the operation. 

Pervez had nine previous convic¬ 
tions, for 13 crimes, including posses¬ 
sion of a prohibited weapon, cannabis 
possession and aggravated burglary. 

His barrister, Sunit Sandhu, argued 
his account of minor involvement 
should have been accepted and his jail 
term was over the top. 

But Lady Justice Rafferty said the 
judge was ‘amply justified’ in conclud¬ 
ing that his role was ‘much greater 
than the minimal role he admitted.’ 

The appeal was dismissed. 

Elderly woman 
died after thrush 

AN 86-year-old woman died by way of 
natural causes after developing oral 
thrush, an inquest heard. 

Gwendoline Agger, who was a res¬ 
ident at Ryland View Care Home in 
Arnhem Way, Tipton, died on October 
19. Black Country Coroners Court 
heard how Mrs Agger had a fever on 
October 17 and was seen by a doctor. 

She had low oxygen saturation and 
mottled skin alongside oral thrush. 

She was prescribed antibiotics but 
passed away at 3am on October 19. 

The cause of death given was bron¬ 
chopneumonia, hypertension, mela¬ 
noma and dementia. The court heard 
how a deprivation of liberty order was 
in place for Mrs Agger. Senior Coro¬ 
ner Zafar Siddique gave a conclusion 
of death by natural causes.

The sale, at Villa Park, fea¬ 
tured a range of properties in various 
states of repair with buyers splashing 
out from £5,000 for patches of land to 
an eye-watering £1.3 million.

Gurpreet Bassi said: “Auctions have 
become more popular and we expect 
the popularity to continue, helped by

2,000 a&e patients wait 
more than four hours 


TWO thousand patients waited 
more than four hours to be treat¬ 
ed at the trust which runs Sandwell 
Hospital in just one month, damn¬ 
ing new figures have revealed. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust breached the national four-hour 
A&E waiting target a staggering 2,051 
times in September alone. 

It meant 68 patients a day were kept waiting 
more than four hours on average at Sandwell 
General and City Hospital as a backlog of pa¬ 
tients built up in A&E. Just 89.15 per cent of 
patients were seen within the target time - well 
down on the NHS aim of 95 per cent. 

Health chiefs have said this has dropped 
even further during October, with just 86.3 per 
cent of A&E patients seen on time. 

Trust chief executive Toby Lewis has apolo¬ 
gised for the delays. 

Bosses admitted the hospitals had been put 
under severe strain since September, leaving 
them struggling to cope with the amount of pa¬ 
tients coming into the emergency department. 

A report prepared ahead of the latest board 
meeting said the hospitals were ‘operating 
under significant and sustained pressure and 
with consequent adverse impact on perfor¬ 
mance’. They will aim to cut the number of 
four-hour wait breaches by half in the coming 
months. 

Priority 

Mr Lewis said: “Staff across the NHS are 
working exceptionally hard to provide great 
care. I apologise that some patients have 
waited longer than any of us want. 

“Safety remains our top priority. Our eye 
hospital continues to meet the wait time stand¬ 
ard, and our two hospital A&E teams are work¬ 
ing to match our response to demand. 

“The biggest challenge is to ensure sufficient 
safe discharges each day, to patients’ homes, 
local care and residential homes and elsewhere. 

“Local partner agencies are all committed to 
improving the scale and precision of discharge, 
which is the single biggest thing we can all do 
to improve the situation. Best practice from 
elsewhere in the NHS is being applied to make 
a difference this winter.” 

Health bosses are aiming to transform care 
in Sandwell over the next few years with the 
opening of the new Midland Metropolitan 
‘super hospital’. The hospital is currently 
under construction in Grove Lane, Smethwick.

High-speed 
rail plans 
are on the 
wrong track 

PUTTING the case for high-speed rail this 
week, HS2 chairman Sir David Higgins 
made a very telling comment. 

“Birmingham and the wider West Mid¬ 
lands region are already enjoying the 
benefits of HS2,” he said. 

Aside from the questionable assertion 
that we are already feeling the benefit of 
high-speed rail, it was the phrase “Bir¬ 
mingham and the wider West Midlands” 
which jarred the most. The clear implica¬ 
tion being that the other towns of what 
is loosely termed the West Midlands are 
satellites of Birmingham, a sort of com¬ 
muter belt around the great metropolis. 

For the record, Birmingham has a pop¬ 
ulation of about 1.1 million, “the wider 
West Midlands region” has a population 
of five million. Which presumably means, 
when our West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority gets going, that Birmingham will 
receive just 20 per cent of any investment 
in public infrastructure. Yeah, right. 

Now I can see how Birmingham will 
benefit from a fast rail-link to London, and 
good luck to it. The proposed transport 
hub at Stafford will also be good news for 
the town’s economy, even if that is scant 
consolation to those whose homes and 
businesses will be obliterated by the line. 

But while upwards of £55 billion is be¬ 
ing thrown at a scheme to benefit a hand¬ 
ful of already wealthy large cities, there 
does not appear to be even a few million 
to throw at what passes for a rail service 
in the Black Country. 

While Birmingham receives its fourth 
city centre railway station, the rail net¬ 
work for the Black Country remains a 
joke. There are a few small commuter sta¬ 
tions at places such as Tipton, Old Hill or 
Cradley Heath, and the odd direct service 
to London from “Sandwell & Dudley”, on 
the outskirts of Oldbury. West Bromwich 
and Dudley remain splendidly isolated. 
No-one can spare a few million to reopen 
the Walsall-Wednesbury-Dudley railway 
line, which would bring far more benefits 
to the Black Country than HS2. 

The great and good in the Big Smoke 
may have learned to stop referring to the 
West Midlands as “Greater Birmingham”, 
but their thinking is very Brum-centric. 

The truth is that for a long time Bir¬ 
mingham has had far more in common 
with London than it does with the Black 
Country. How much more will that divi¬ 
sion grow when it is takes 52 minutes to 
travel by public transport from Birming¬ 
ham to London, but 1 hour 26 minutes to 
get from Birmingham to Kingswinford?

Killed for mutiny, their stories 
were lost to history before one 
man’s selfless quest to reveal 

them. CLARE BUTLER reports 


SOLDIERS shot dead for refusing 
to obey their own commanding of¬ 
ficers have been commemorated 
100 years on. 

Jack Braithwaite of the New Zealand 
Otago Regiment, and William Lewis from 
Scotland were executed on October 29, 
1916 while Jesse Robert Short, of New¬ 
castle upon Tyne, was killed a year later. 

Their names are inscribed on individual 
plaques attached to individual wooden stakes 
as part of the Shot at Dawn memorial at the 
National Memorial Arboretum. 

The three mutineers join 306 other men re¬ 
membered in the memorial for alleged deser¬ 
tion or cowardice during the Great War. 

Relatives and representatives of each of the 
men attended the special ceremony on Satur¬ 
day from as far as New Zealand. 

Jack Braithwaite’s nephew, David Braith¬ 
waite, from New Zealand, aged 79, was one of 
them. He said: “My uncle was executed exactly 
100 years ago today. It gives closure for our 
family. We have had some challenges over the 
past 20 years in trying to get recognised what 
we thought was wrong. 

“My father was the youngest of a family of 
24 children. He never told me or our family an¬ 
ything about Jack’s demise and those were the 
days when mutiny was a scandal. I found out 
in the mid-1980s and slowly with the help of 
a lot of historians we thought that we should 
explore the pardons which we achieved in 
2000 in New Zealand and 2006 in Britain. The 
whole ceremony was very appropriate.” 

Jack Braithwaite had lost his stripe in May 
1916 for being absent without leave. 

But this was followed by three courts-mar- 
tials in June and July 1916 for acts such as 
stating a falsehood to an officer, being absent 
without leave and two charges of escaping con¬ 
finement and escaping while being escorted to

a field punishment compound. Prison sen¬ 
tences with hard labour followed. 

On August 28, 1916, an Australian soldier 
known as Private Little complained the hot 
water had run out in the showers at Blargies. 
As the matter escalated, Little yelled for his 
meal. Braithwaite, on mess orderly duties, 
took Little to his tent and gave him a meal. 

His mistake was to take Little from the cus¬ 
tody of a Staff Sergeant Shearing. Braithwaite 
was charged with mutiny along with others. 

In his letter to the General Field Court-Mar¬ 
tial, Jack would comment how in Egypt simi¬ 
lar actions had been punished with seven or 14 
days in prison or seven days’ loss of pay and 
that he did not understand ‘that a simple act 
of peacemaking could be brought to look like 
deliberate mutiny’. He was shot at 6.05am on 
October 29, 1916 - five minutes after Gunner 
Lewis, whose story remains more of a mystery. 

Jesse Robert Short, from Newcastle-Up- 
on-Tyne, was executed in 1917. On September 


11 of that year, Corporal Short was at the base 
camp at Etaples, France, where - having re¬ 
covered either from wounds or illness - he was 
undergoing re-training before being returned 
to the frontline. 

Disturbances broke out in the camp that 
day, and one group of 80 soldiers carrying 
placards and armed with sticks marched on a 
bridge across the river Canache. 

Cpl Short tried to persuade the soldiers to 
lay down their arms, and referring to its com¬ 
mander, said: “Don’t listen to that officer, 
that b****r ought to have a rope tied round 
his neck with a stone on it and be chucked into 
the river.” 

Cpl Short was courtd-martialled the next 
day, found guilty of inciting mutiny and sen¬ 
tenced to death. He was executed weeks later. 
All three soldiers were subsequently pardoned. 

Among the guests who attended the service 
were relatives of the soldiers - Bryan Ritchie 
and his wife, Marilyn, from Edinburgh on

nephew, David Braithwaite, from New Zea¬ 
land, and his wife, Rae; and Jesse Robert 
Short’s grandson, Neil Graham, among others 
along with other family members. 

Mr Ritchie, from near Edinburgh, said: “I 
was there to represent my great-uncle who 
was shot at dawn 100 years ago today. I don’t 
even know if my mum knows that her uncle 
existed. To think 100 years ago today my 
great-uncle stood in front of a firing squad 
and was shot at the age of 30. I’ve got mixed 
emotions. It’s someone I didn’t know but I’m 
here to represent my family. I thought the cer¬ 
emony was very poignant.” 

During the 1914-18 war, 346 British and 
Commonwealth soldiers were executed - a 
higher figure than those recorded by both the 
French and Germans. The memorial’s plaques 
are arranged in the form of a Greek theatre 
around the statue of Private Herbert Burden, 
of the 1st Battalion Northumberland Fusi¬ 
liers, who was shot at Ypres in 1915. 

Visited 

The non-inclusion of mutineers’ names and 
the absence in particular of Jack Braithwaite’s 
name was highlighted by Western Front Asso¬ 
ciation New Zealand member Geoff McMillan 
following a visit to the Arboretum in 2015. 

Mr McMillan explained how he was puz¬ 
zled to find Jack Braithwaite’s name missing 
upon his visit last year and so set out on pur¬ 
suit of its inclusion. He said: “When I visited 
the Arboretum, I was moved to see how the 
names of hundreds of soldiers executed for de¬ 
sertion or cowardice in the First World War 
were recorded in the Shot at Dawn memorial, 
but puzzled that the name of fellow Kiwi Jack 
Braithwaite was missing.” 

When he did some research, he discovered 
the other two missing names. 

Richard Pursehouse and Lee Dent, of the 
Chase Project - a military history research 
group - assisted with the research and got in 
touch with the Shot at Dawn memorial artist, 
Andy DeComyn, who was keen to help. 

The memorial was created by Mr DeComyn 
in 2000 as a gift to the relatives, and was un¬ 
veiled by Gertrude Harris, daughter of Private 
Harry Farr, in June 2001.

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Tributes to 'golden children' 
killed in home blaze tragedy

A GIANT ship made entirely of Lego 
bricks which holds the record as the 
biggest of all time has wowed crowds 
in the West Midlands. 

The ship, named Jubilee Seaways, 
has arrived at the National Exhibition 
Centre in Birmingham for Bricklive 
2016. 

Northern Europe’s largest shipping 
and logistics company, DFDS, built a 


Lego version of one of its ships to cele¬ 
brate its 150th anniversary. 

Jubilee Seaways was designed by 
Jesper Aagesen, head of new building 
at DFDS, and was based on a futuris¬ 
tic concept, rather than being built to 
resemble one of their current ferries. 

DFDS called on 7,000 staff from 75 
locations across 20 countries to help 
build thousands of big Lego bricks, 


made of 48 individual Lego bricks 
each. 

These big bricks were then used by 
Lego artist, Warren Elsmore and his 
team to create the magnificent ship. 

Bricklive welcomed the Guinness 
World Record holding boat at their 
event, where guests can play with over 
three million Lego bricks and meet fan 
builders from all over the world. 


A YOUNG brother and sister killed in a suspected arson at¬ 
tack were ‘golden children’, neighbours said in the wake of 
the tragedy, this week. 

Saros Endris, aged eight, and his six-year-old sister Leanor were tak¬ 
en to hospital after a fire at their home on Holland Road, Hamstead, 
in the early hours of Friday - but could not be saved. A post-mortem 


examination was conducted on Sat 

However, police have said further 
tests need to be carried out to establish 
the children’s cause of death. 

The pair’s father, named on Satur¬ 
day as Endris Mohammed, remains 
in a critical condition in hospital after 
being found in a burnt-out car around 
40 miles away. 

Police are not looking for anyone 
else in relation to the blaze, but if and 
when he recovers it will be several 
weeks before he is able to be inter¬ 
viewed by officers. 

Brian Ball, aged 66, who has lived 
on Holland Road for 40 years, said: “I 
woke up at 3.30am and the street was 
in commotion. The kids were golden. 
My grandchildren would play with 
them in the street, as they do.” 

The children’s mother, Penil Tekle- 
haimamot, 36, who works at Ashmill 
Residential Care Home, did not suffer 
serious injuries and is helping police as 
a witness. 

Officers from West Midlands Police 
said the children’s father is currently 
in hospital after the fire-damaged 
Vauxhall Insignia was discovered in 
Newcastle Under Lyme just after 7am 
on Friday. Earlier, at around 3.40am, 
firefighters had arrived at the family 
home to find a blaze in the hallway and 
neighbours desperately trying to save 
the two ‘lifeless’ children. 

Fire crews carried out CPR on the 
siblings until the pair were rushed

by ambulance to hospital, where they 
were both pronounced dead. 

Neighbour Ian Jameson said Saros 
was often seen playing on the street. 
“He was such a lovely lad, it will be 
such a shock to not see them any¬ 
more,” the 54-year-old said. “Their 
deaths have shocked my kids as well 
as everyone else.They’re there one day 
and not the next, how do you explain 
that to your kids?” 

People who live close to the family 
said they were woken by shouting in 
the early hours of the morning, as fire¬ 
fighters battled in vain to save the two 
small children. Det Insp Justin Span¬ 
ner said: “I can confirm we are not 
looking for anyone else in connection 
with this investigation.”

Pulis signs 
extension 
to contract 

TONY Pulis has signed a one-year ex¬ 
tension on his Albion contract, ending 
any speculation over his immediate 
future. 

The head coach, whose deal was due 
to finish at the end of the season, has 
now committed himself to the Baggies 
until the summer of 2018. 

The 58-year-old’s position was 
thrown into doubt earlier this season 
after Jeremy Peace sold the club to 
Chinese entrepreneur Guochuan Lai 
for £175 million. 

Tension then emerged between 
Pulis and new chairman John Wil¬ 
liams over the club’s disappointing 
summer transfer activity. But Wil¬ 
liams and Lai have now decided to 
keep the Welshman on for another 
year. 

“Tony has huge experience and 
proven know-how in one of the most 
demanding leagues in world football,” 
said Williams. 

“He brings assurance and stability 
at an important time, when the club 
is moving from one long-established 
ownership regime to the new leader¬ 
ship from China.” 

Pulis joined Albion in January 2015 
and rescued the club from relegation 
before guiding the club to safety last 
season with nine games left. “I want 
to build things here and play my part 
in improving the club,” he said.

Boxing clever to help 
babies sleep safely

Drivers evading road tax 


FAMILIES who have their 
baby at hospitals run by 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust will 
be the first in the region to 
receive a Finnish-style baby 
box for their newborn to 
sleep in. 

The tradition, which originated 
in Finland, has been credited with 
reducing the infant mortality rate 
in the country from 65 infant 
deaths per 1,000 births in 1938 to 
2.26 per 1,000 births in 2015. 

The UK has some of highest rates 
of infant mortality in Europe, ranking 
22nd out of the 50 European countries 
with 4.19 deaths per 1,000 births. 

The baby boxes, which are made 
from a special, durable cardboard and 
come with a firm mattress, waterproof 
mattress cover and 100 per cent cot¬ 
ton sheet, are used in Finland as an in¬ 
fant’s bed for up to the first six months 
of their life. 

Families receiving a baby box will 
have access to the Baby Box Univer¬ 
sity, a comprehensive maternal and 
childcare education platform. The 
trust’s Baby Box University provides 
women and their partners with videos, 
made by its team of midwives, health 
visitors and doctors, to help reduce the 
risk of infant mortality. 

Elaine Newell, director of Midwifery 
at the trust, said: “Campaigns in the 
past to advise parents on the best 
way to put baby down to sleep, such 
as ‘Back to Sleep’ and ‘Foot to Foot’ 
where babies feet should touch the end 
of their crib have been successful, but 
we are still losing babies to cot death. 
We know that in some of these cases 
baby has been sleeping with siblings or 
in bed with parents, so in this instance 
we anticipate the baby box will make 
an enormous difference.” 


SMETHWICK is among the worst ar¬ 
eas for untaxed vehicles, new figures 
have revealed. 

The figures have been revealed as 
part of a motor insurance enforcement 
awareness week in the West Midlands. 

The Motor Insurers’ Bureau and 
the National Roads Policing Intelli¬ 
gence Forum run the operation. It has 
revealed that 11 of the top 20 postal 
districts for untaxed vehicles are in the 
West Midlands. Eleventh of the list is 
the WV2 postcode - All Saints, Blak- 


enhall and Parkfields. The B66 post 
code - which is Soho and Victoria in 
Smethwick - is 16th in the list. 

In the West Midlands an estimated 
3.17 per cent out of 3.7 million vehicles 
are not insured - 117,000 vehicles. Tax 
evading motorists face a £300 fine, six 
points on licences and vehicle seizure. 

Neil Drane, head of enforcement 
services at MIB, said: “Working in 
partnership and collaborating in this 
way we are determined to reduce un¬ 
insured driving numbers in the UK.”

Resident Lynne Trouth, who qualified for one of the boilers under the scheme, said: “My previous heating system struggled to keep my 
home warm. I now have plenty of hot water and my home is wonderfully warm.” 

National Energy Action and Sandwell Council may be able to 
offer free boilers for people who are over 60, 
or who have a disability or a chronic health condition. 

There are only five boilers available. They are free, but for a very limited period only and on a first 
come first served basis, subject to terms and conditions. 

Living in a cold damp home can worsen conditions such as heart attacks, strokes and respiratory 
infections. This can have a harmful effect on health - particularly for vulnerable people. 

To be eligible you must also have a household income of below 
£16,200 per annum; your house must be owner-occupied and your 
property has to have an EPC rating of D or below 
(these are usually older properties which aren’t well insulated). 

These innovative boilers even produce a little electricity whilst burning gas and are being 
provided as part of the trial project to help address fuel poverty.

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Drink problem woman died 
after she fell in her garden 


A WEST Bromwich woman who suffered from drink prob¬ 
lems died after a fall in her garden. Lorraine Matthews, died 
aged 60 in August this year after she fell over in her garden 
when trying to get up out of her sunbed. 

An inquest into her death at the Black Country Coroners Court in Oldbury 
heard that she suffered with alcoholism for 30 years and was prone to falls. She 
was taken to hospital 15 times in August prior to her death on August 20. 


Doctors revealed that she had no 
signs of physical damage to her brain 
or skull following the fall in the garden 
at Caldwell Street, on August 17, but 
believe that she may have suffered a 
bleed to the brain the following day. 

Despite being advised to return to 
hospital if she started to experience 
headaches or vomiting, both of which 
happened the day after she was dis¬ 
charged, she told her daughter the 
day before her death that she was ‘too 
weak’ to go back. 

Speaking at the inquest, daughter 
Rachel Matthews said: “My mother 
was an alcoholic and she had many 
falls due to that which led to her being 
admitted to hospital on numerous oc¬ 
casions. 

Admitted 

“She had suffered with drink prob¬ 
lems for 30 years but over the last 
three years that had escalated. 

“In the month of August she had 
15 falls and was admitted to Sandwell 
Hospital on August 17 after one in her 
garden. She was released from hospi¬ 
tal and I saw her on August 18, she 
told me that she was feeling unwell, 
had been vomiting and generally felt 
weak. 

“She said that she was too weak to 
go back to the hospital, but she com¬ 
plained that her head hurt. I stayed 
with her as late as I could that night, 
the next day I went back and she was 
slouched in her armchair.

“I called for an ambulance but when 
it arrived they told me that there was 
nothing they could do.” 

After being taken to hospital fol¬ 
lowing the fall in her garden, with a 
neighbour calling for assistance from 
paramedics, tests were carried out on 
Ms Matthews that led doctors to be¬ 
lieve that she was not in any serious 
danger. 

Jeremy Smith, an A&E consultant 
at Sandwell Hospital, said she was also 
seen twice by a stroke nurse, who con¬ 
firmed she hadn’t suffered a stroke. 

Speaking at the inquest, he said: 
“There was no sign of a bleed on the 
brain when she was assessed and there 
was no superficial damage to her skull. 

“She was released in good faith and 
given an information leaflet that rec¬ 
ommended if she experienced sickness 
or drowsiness over the coming days, 
she should return.” 

Coroner Zafar Siqqique gave a ver¬ 
dict of accidental death following a 
bleed on the brain and said: “She had 
a history of falls and was also battling 
alcohol dependency and unfortunately 
on this occasion she didn’t return to 
the hospital when she felt ill after 
being released. 

“My heartfelt condolences go out to 
the family, who have lost someone at 
too young an age.” 


Work starts on iconic temple’s revamp 
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The Guru Gurdwara Sikh Temple on Smethwick High Street, which is currently being revamped 


SMETHWICK’S iconic Sikh temple is 
undergoing two weeks of major reno¬ 
vations. The Guru Nanak Gurdwara 
on the High Street has a weekly con¬ 
gregation of more than 10,000. 

But having stood proudly in the cen¬ 
tre of the town for years, president of 
the temple Jatinder Singh said that 
the time had come to ‘beautify’ the 
temple, which will include replacing 
domes on top of the building. 

He said: “Weather over the years 
has caused some of the stonework to 
fade. In terms of the domes, they are 


made of brass and gilded gold, and over 
time the weather has caused the gold 
to come off or wear away in places. 

“What we are going to do is remove 
the domes and then replace them with 
those made of a fibreglass material 
called GRP. These will then be gilded, 
and will last much longer. 

“The stonework will also be 
steamed. Technology has advanced 
over the years and we want to make 
the most of it to maintain the build¬ 
ing.” The building in its current form 
has been in the centre of Smethwick 


since 1998. Mr Singh added: “It is an 
iconic and flagship building, and we 
want to do this work to beautify it and 
ensure it will gleam majestically. We 
want people to be proud of it.” 

The Guru Nanak Gurdwara is open 
seven days a week. Mr Singh said the 
work would not affect services, which 
would continue throughout the refur¬ 
bishment. 

Following the completion of external 
work, renovations on the Main Hall, 
which are expected to take longer, will 
then start. 


Borough is 
winning war 
on drug use 

SANDWELL is winning the war on 
drugs deaths as more people are re¬ 
covering from dependency, latest 
figures show. Data from the Office 
for National Statistics has revealed 
that the borough has the lowest drug 
death rate in the West Midlands, at 
two per 100,000 residents.

Green light for Tipton 
specialist training site 


A MULTI-MILLION pound 
manufacturing training cen¬ 
tre will be created in Tipton 
after the plans were backed 
by councillors. 

The Elite Centre for Manufac¬ 
turing Skills (ECMS) will be built 
at the former Thomas Dudley site 
off Tipton Road, Tividale, in col¬ 
laboration with the University of 
Wolverhampton. 

It aims to arm teenagers and young 
people with the necessary qualifica¬ 
tions to get into work. 

The £11.7 million skills centre will 
offer specialist training in toolmaking, 
foundry skills, metal forming, forging 
and treatment, manufacturing man¬ 
agement and leadership. 

It was identified as a flagship project 
in the Black Country LEP’s 2014 Stra¬ 
tegic Economic Plan (SEP). 

The now-approved plans submitted 
to Sandwell Council state: “It will be 
a new employer-led training facility 
for the Black Country designed to im¬ 
prove productivity and growth in the 
high value manufacturing sector, with 
particular emphasis on the aerospace 
and motor vehicle sectors.

“Extensive consultation has taken 
place with local businesses to deter¬ 
mine the demand for training for 
apprenticeships and higher appren¬ 
ticeships, not currently met by the 
further education system, via a feasi¬ 
bility study.

High Value Man¬ 
ufacturing (HVM) employers in the 
Black Country confirmed the findings 
in the SEP that they have a signifi¬ 
cant need for additional skilled people 
as well as a need to ‘upskill and mul¬ 
ti-skill’ their existing workforce.”

Teen is arrested 
after fireworks 
yobs target police 


A GANG of yobs launched a 
firework attack at a police van 
responding to a call with one 
teenager arrested over the in¬ 
cident. 

Officers were called to Balsall 
Heath Park, Taunton Road follow¬ 
ing reports of anti-social behaviour 
in the area. 

But the police van, which had a num¬ 
ber of local neighbourhood officers inside, 
was forced to pull over by Balsall Heath 
park after it was hit by a volley of fire¬ 
works and pelted with eggs. 

CCTV of the incident on October 22 at 
8.30pm has been released by the police 
and shows how the fireworks, released 
close to homes, caused the police van to 
swerve. 

Officers searched the area following the 
attack and stopped a 16-year-old boy. He 
was taken home and spoken to in front of 
his parents and has been referred to the 
police’s youth offending team.

An investigation was launched and on 
October 26 another 16-year-old boy was 
arrested on suspicion of public order 
offences and criminal damage. He was 
released on police bail pending further 
enquiries. 

Four other teenagers have been spoken 
to and further inquiries are being made 
to identify everyone involved. 

A temporary dispersal order for the 
area was put in place over the weekend - 
between October 29 and October 31 - to 
deter any further anti-social behaviour. 

Sgt Andrew Lewis, from Sparkbrook, 
said: “This was totally irresponsible be¬ 
haviour. I believe that a group of youths 
specifically targeted the police. 

“Fortunately no-one was hurt but we 
could have so easily been dealing with 
something far more serious. 

“We have been liaising with the local 
community who wanted us to take action 
against anti-social behaviour.”

Kind act put 
officers on 
trail to find 
stun gun 

A GOOD Samaritan has paid a 
high price for rushing to the aid 
of the victim of a Black Country 
stabbing to hospital. The act of 
kindness helped to put Junaid 
Ali in jail for two and a half 
years. 

The 21-year-old was driving 
down West Bromwich High 
Street in his mother’s car when 
he was flagged down by people 
at the scene of the incident, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard 
on Monday. 

He realised that the teenage 
victim appeared to have been 
seriously wounded and imme¬ 
diately drove him to Sandwell 
General Hospital for emergency 
treatment on June 30 last year. 

The registration number of 
the car was recorded by CCTV 
cameras and it was traced by de¬ 
tectives investigating the stab¬ 
bing. 

The officers also searched the 
home of the university graduate 
and found a stun gun disguised 
as a torch hidden inside a knot¬ 
ted sock in a bedside cabinet, 
revealed Mrs Sati Ruck, prose¬ 
cuting. Bank worker Ali, whose 
only previous conviction was for 
a motoring offence, had bought 
the potentially lethal weapon 
while on holiday with friends in 
Turkey. 

Ali from Fitzguy Close, West 
Bromwich admitted posses¬ 
sion of the stun gun, an offence 
which carries a mandatory min¬ 
imum sentence of five years jail 
unless there are exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Judge Nicholas Webb decided 
the public spirited action of the 
defendant in taking the injured 
youth to hospital created the 
exceptional circumstances re¬ 
quired for him to halve the sen¬ 
tence to two and a half years.

Bank card fraudster, 20, 
loses out In appeal bid 


A MEMBER of a gang of 
fraudsters who preyed on 
pensioners by posing as po¬ 
lice officers deserved every 
day of his custodial sentence, 
senior judges have ruled. 

Elderly people were persuaded 
to hand over bank cards and pin 
numbers in the belief they were 
talking to the police, London’s 
Appeal Court heard. 

Suleman Hussain, aged 20, of Bev- 
ington Road, Birmingham, acted as a 
courier in a bid to rip off an 89-year- 
old woman from Stratford upon Avon. 

He was convicted of conspiracy to 
commit fraud by false misrepresenta¬ 
tion and jailed for 20 months at War¬ 


wick Crown Court on July 15. The 
gang got away with thousands from 
ATM machines after cards and pins 
were obtained on 13 occasions. 

Pretending to be police officers, the 
fraudsters called victims, telling them 
their cards had been cloned and that 
those responsible were in custody. 
They were told to contact their banks 
to cancel the cards. 

But their phone lines were held open 
and, when the calls were made, they 
were in fact speaking to conspirators. 

They were told to key in their pin 
numbers and the fraudsters had a 
machine capable of recognising the 
keypad tones. The pensioners were 
then told to place their bank cards in 
sealed envelopes which were collected 
by couriers. Hussain was involved on 


one occasion on December 20, 2014 
when he collected the bank cards of 
the 89-year-old. He handed them on 
to another fraudster but attempts to 
withdraw cash were unsuccessful. 

Last Wednesday, lawyers for Hus¬ 
sain argued his sentence was far too 
tough. They pointed to his youth, pre¬ 
vious good character and limited role 
in the scam. But Judge Peter Collier 
QC said that the ‘plain fact is Hussain 
was convicted by the jury of conspir¬ 
acy’. He said the Crown Court judge’s 
approach to sentencing was ‘beyond 
criticism’. 

The judge, sitting with Lord Jus¬ 
tice Fulford and Mrs Justice Chee- 
ma-Grubb, said: “These crimes are 
very serious crimes indeed,” and dis¬ 
missed Hussain’s appeal.

A FRAID to laugh in public and perpetually 
having trouble eating, Jenny admits she 
left it far too long before sorting out some 
new dentures.

M EETING Vicki Ball is all about her 
smiles - lots of them. She’s gener¬ 
ous with her compliments, can’t wait for 
her next holiday adventure and has the 
most infectious of laughs. 

Her company is light and she’s gushing with 
the praise about her new look.

Pensioner 
'duped' to 
start up a 
£l2k debt 


A BLACK Country pensioner was ‘duped’ 
into signing up to a £12,000 credit agreement 
with an energy company for installation of 
solar panels, a court heard. 

Betty Harris, aged 82, from Oldbury, was ap¬ 
proached by two contractors from Walsall-based en¬ 
ergy company Qulham - who were trading as The 


Energy Agency 

Wolverhampton Magis¬ 
trates heard how Mrs Har¬ 
ris was told that the panels 
were going to be free, de¬ 
spite questioning the con¬ 
tractors on several occasions 
alongside her son. 

Managing director, Mr 
Amanjeev Atkar, pleaded 
guilty on behalf of the com¬ 
pany to three charges of un¬ 
fair trading. 

The company was fined a 
total of £17,342.95 including 
£7,000 in court costs and a 
victim surcharge fee of £120. 

They were also ordered 
to pay Mrs Harris around 
£1,300 in compensation. 

Mr Alexandra Barnfield, 
prosecuting, said: “In her 
own words Mrs Harris was 
‘duped’ by representatives 
saying that the panels were 
free as part of a government 
scheme, when she ended up 
with £12,000 debt.

“On another occasion 
when her son and the rep 
were present, an invoice 
to The Energy Agency of 
£7,000 ‘fell out’ of docu¬ 
ments and was addressed to 
Mrs Harris - but the rep still 
insisted that she wouldn’t 
have to pay anything. 

“She later discovered 
that she had signed a 23- 
year credit agreement for 
£12,510.66. It would have 
lasted until she was 105 
years old.” 

The court heard that the 
solar panels were part of a 
government initiative The 
Green Deal scheme. 

The two contractors were 
dismissed and the finance 
agreement was settled in 
full by the company along 
with the solar panels being 
removed at the request of 
Mrs Harris, the court heard.

Play schemes funding call 


PLANS have been drawn 
up for the tallest residential 
building in Birmingham, a 
300ft apartment block to be 
built in Broad Street. 

The 31-storey tower would in¬ 
clude 206 luxury apartments, 
ranging from one two and three 
bedroom properties, as well as a 
residents’ lounge, gym and spa. 

On the ground floor developers 
Regal (West Point) are planning 3,580 
sq ft of retail, leisure and restaurant 
space. The details are in a planning 
application from Regal for a change 
of use for the second phase of its Left 
Bank development, on the corner of 
Sheepcote Street and Broad Street in 
Birmingham city centre. 

Planning approval had previously 
been granted for an 18-storey, 180 
bedroom hotel but Regal has revised 
its plans due to the current high de¬ 
mand for homes in the city centre. 

Revised 

It will sit next to a new 21-storey 
apartment block that is already under 
construction. If the scheme gets the 
green light from planners work on the 
new, taller, tower will start early next 
year. Regal’s Roger Holbeche, said: 
“Birmingham has built a solid reputa¬ 
tion as a strong location for businesses 
and continues to attract inward invest¬ 
ment from leading organisations such 
as HSBC, which will transfer 1,000 
roles to its new head office at Arena 
Central on Broad Street in 2018. 

“In fact, the Birmingham Devel¬ 
opment Plan suggests that around 
100,000 jobs are due to be created in 
the city in the next 15 years. 

“Demand for city centre housing 
therefore is hug;e. The latest statis¬ 
tics show that Birmingham will need 
89,000 new households to meet the 
growing demand.” 


VOLUNTARY organisations are being 
urged to apply for a grant to help them 
provide free after-school clubs and 
play schemes for Sandwell children. 

The council is looking for not-for- 
profit groups to run sessions across 
Sandwell for children aged between 
six and 12, and for up to 16-year-olds 
with additional needs. 

The Local Play Services Play Grant, 
which is worth a minimum of £40,000 
a year for each of Sandwell’s six 
towns, will fund independent projects 


between April 2017 and March 2020. 
The grant, which is only available to 
voluntary and community groups, will 
fund organisations to provide three 
two-and-a-half hour sessions in term 
time each week, and three five hour 
sessions a week during holidays. 

The play sessions would be free for 
children to attend.

How Powell's Rivers of Blood speech 
whipped up divisive storm in town 


AS new play starts its run in Bir¬ 
mingham, exploring the link be¬ 
tween a former Express & Star 
editor and Enoch Powell’s ‘rivers 
of blood’ speech, we take a look 
through the archives. 

The Tory MP’s views on mass immigra¬ 
tion were already making headlines before 
he gave his now notorious address which 
was to unleash a political storm. 

In the late 1960s Wolverhampton had ab¬ 
sorbed a large influx of immigrants, mainly 
West Indians and Kenyan Asians, and there 
were increasing fears of racial tension in 
the town. Mr Powell spoke out about this 
immigration, particularly the numbers of 
children arriving and the impact he be¬ 
lieved it was having on schools. 

At the time, it was reported that immi¬ 
grant children were arriving at the rate of 
25 to 30 a week. But on February 12, 1968, 
the MP for Wolverhampton South-West was 
criticised by the National Union of Teach¬ 
ers for ‘over-elaborating’ the numbers of

immigrant children in Wolverhampton 
schools and ‘making a bad situation worse’. 

Mr Powell had spoken to the Walsall Con¬ 
servatives and told how an MP colleague 
was ‘dumbfounded’ when he told him of a 
constituent whose daughter was now the 
only white child in her class. 

In response, the NUT said it knew of no 
school with only one white child in a class 
and Mr Powell was accused by its spokes¬ 
man of elaborating to make his point. 

Discrimination 

Powell refused to identify the school 
when later asked by reporters. 

Immigration was becoming a hot topic 
because the Government was preparing its 
Race Relations Bill which would prohibit 
discrimination on the grounds of race in 
certain areas, particularly housing, where 


many local authorities had been refusing to 
provide houses for immigrant families until 
they had lived in the country for a certain 
number of years. 

But Mr Powell was ‘going to great pains’ 
to highlight what he believed was a growing 
problem of mass immigration. On February 
17, 1968, the Express & Star ran the views 
of Mr Powell’s fellow MPs across the Mid¬ 
lands. 

Many agreed he was correct to make a 
stance, some said it was only fair to control 
future immigration to help those who are 
were already living in the UK settle in and 
believed the current levels of immigration 
should not be sustained. 

Labour MP for Rowley Regis and Tipton 
Peter Archer said: “We live in an over¬ 
crowded island. 

“We shall have to consider seriously some 
greater restrictions but this should not dis¬ 
tinguish on grounds of race or colour.” 

Others were a bit more reserved. Julian 
Snow, MP for Lichfield and Tamworth 
and parliamentary secretary, said: “I am 


fully sensitive to the pressures on schools 
and housing, but I think the public should 
guard against being panicked into precipi¬ 
tate action.” 

On Saturday, April 20, 1968, 16 days 
after the assassination of Martin Luther 
King, Mr Powell delivered his now famous 
speech. He tipped off Express & Star editor 
Clem Jones that he was going to make an 
address, which he expected to be explosive. 
He had asked for advice on how to get the 
best possibly publicity for his speeches and 
had chosen a Saturday afternoon. 

As he spoke, he warned of an inflow of 
‘dependants’ and said it was like watching 
a nation ‘busily engaged in heaping up its 
own funeral pyre’. Calling for an immedi¬ 
ate reduction in immigration, he said: “We 
must be mad, literally mad, as a nation 
to be permitting the annual flow of some 
50,000 dependents.”

Exploring significant 
events from history 


T he BBC is launching a Black 
and British season, with 
programmes airing on TV, radio 
and online throughout November. 

And at the heart of the season is 
Black and British: A Forgotten History, 
presented by historian David 
Olusoga, which shows that the 
relationship between Britain and 
people whose origins lie in Africa 
reaches back much further than 
some viewers might think. 

Olusoga says: ‘This series will 
unveil a new type of black British 
history, because to me black history 
is everyone’s history. It’s the long, 
often tragic and always surprising 
story of Britain’s relationship with 
Africa and her peoples. It’s a history 
that takes place here in Britain but 
also in Africa and across the 
Caribbean and North America, and 
most of it is little known.” 

He adds: “But it’s also the story of 
those periods in our past when the 
rights, status and humanity of black 
people were among the big issues of 
the day, issues that helped shape the 
whole country and the empire. I’m 
really excited about presenting a 


black history that is a major part of 
the story of all us.” 

From the African trumpeter who 
performed in the Tudor courts to 
Queen Victoria’s African 
goddaughter, Black and British: A 
Forgotten History unearths some 
fascinating stories - as well as some 
uncomfortable truths, such as the 
roles played by the Stuart monarchs 
and African kingdoms in the slave 
trade. 

And along the way, Olusoga will be 
erecting 20 plaques to commemorate 
some remarkable events and 
individuals. 

The series begins with the 
presenter putting up the first plaque 
in the Cumbrian village of Burgh-by- 
Sands near the western end of 
Hadrian’s Wall. It was here that a unit 
of North African Soldiers were 
garrisoned in the 3rd century AD, 
making it the site of the first known 
African community in Britain. 

He also looks at the evidence 
suggesting that the Africans in 
Roman Britain weren’t just here on 
military business - they were raising 


families too. Olusoga asks why there 
are so few traces of this population 
today, and finds a possible answer in 
an encounter with Cedric Barber, an 
apparently white man whose great, 
great, great grandfather was a black 
Georgian. Due to intermarriage, 

Cedric’s black heritage has now all 
but vanished, and the programme 
raises the possibility that many white 
people have hidden black ancestory. j. 

Olusoga then heads to Hereford 
Cathedral, home of the Mappa 
Mundi, to learn more about how, 
during the Middle Ages, Africa was 
perceived as a land of splendour and 
riches. 

These rumours would later inspire 
Tudor merchants to travel to West 
Africa, and the historian sets out to 
follow in their footsteps, seeming for 
himself the lavish displays of gold 
laid on in Ghana. 

However, just as equal trading 
relationship between Africa and 
Britain was beginning to take root, a 
new and devastating chapter of 
history began.

MAZDA 6 TOURER SE-L NAV GVC, £24,795 


AT A GLANCE 



An eye-catching alternative to the much more commonplace models 


What lies beneath 
is what truly counts 

By Laura Thomson 

At first glance, not much appears to have 
changed on the Mazda 6 - apart from a 
few styling tweaks, it is near identical to its 
predecessor. 

And it’s little wonder. First introduced for 
the 2014 model year, before being updated 
for 2016, you could be forgiven for wondering 
why Mazda has once again modified the 6. 

However, in this instance, it is very much a 
case of what’s inside that counts. 

Mazda’s G-Vectoring Control (GVC) - the 
manufacturer’s own torque distribution kit 
- makes a debut on the D-segment model, 
promising to smooth corners and improve 
driving satisfaction. Meanwhile, new systems 
within the pre-existing Skyactiv-D powertrains 
deliver added responsiveness, while reducing 
engine noise. 

Following an image revamp in 2015, little 
remained to be updated on the 6. From the 
outside, it is an eye-pleasing model, with 
flowing lines joining together in Mazda’s 
signature grille, which is flanked by a sharp 
LED lighting signature. 

In the cabin, several enhancements are 
seen, including a redesignedsteering wheel, 
fresh instrument dials, and chrome effects on

tactile components such as the glovebox. 


One of the enhancements likely to go 
unnoticed, but which shows Mazda’s 
appreciation of customer feedback, is 
the improved quality of the front seatback 
pockets, which aims to prevent wear. 

Similarly to its previous guise, the cabin of 
the Mazda 6 boasts a premium feel, which 
belies its reasonable price. 

Space is plentiful with the 6, both in sedan 
and wagon form. Front and rear passengers 
can sit in comfort, and while the estate’s 
522-litre boot may not be able to compete with 
other models in its class, it is, nonetheless, 
adequate. 

A host of technology as standard - much of 
which was available on the previous model 
- makes the 6 not only comfortable to drive, 
but safe and practical as well. This includes a 
forward-sensing camera, through which the 
car’s advanced smart city brake support and 


smart brake support operate. Meanwhile, a 
clever system monitors the driver’s condition 
at speeds above 40mph, and alerts them to 
take a rest if it detects a behaviour change. 

Hop behind the wheel and the first thing 
you will notice in the updated Mazda 6 is the 
reduced cabin noise. 

This is thanks to the Natural Sound 
Smoother, a small damper placed in the 
hollow part of each piston pin, which works 
to reduce noise from the diesel powertrain. 
While not new technology, it is the first time it 
has been seen in the 2.2-litre Skyactiv-D unit, 
and it certainly makes the difference, making 
the powerful diesel sound like a completely 
different powerplant altogether. 

The hotly anticipated GVC system, 
meanwhile, uses engine torque to 
generate deceleration g-force, which in 
turn shifts the load to the car’s driven front 
wheels, increasing front tyre grip to boost 
responsiveness. 

As long as the driver maintains a constant 
angle through the bend, the GVC then 
restores acceleration engine torque, 
transferring the load back to the rear wheels. 

Effectively, it gives the Mazda 6 a smoother 
and more stable drive than ever before. 

There is no option to disable the system 
on the 6, so it could be argued that we don’t 
actually know if it is working or not. However, 
one thing that can be said is it takes a lot of 
persuasion to convince the car to understeer 
on even the tightest of turns. 

Another thing the GVC will do, Mazda 
claims, is improve passenger comfort at high 


speeds, as fewer steering corrections are 
required to keep on path. 

We can’t help but agree that the model does 
feel noticeably stable on the motorway, which, 
combined with the comfortable ride, makes it 
an ideal long distance wagon. 

On looks alone, the 2017 Mazda 6 would 
not be worth the premium over any previous 
guise. 

However, when the extensive engine tech is 


taken into consideration, the model becomes 
one of the most technologically equipped in 
its price range. 

The Mazda 6 price range starts at £19,795 
for the saloon, with the 2.2 Skyactiv-D Tourer 
in SE-L trim priced at £24,795. Drivers looking 
at the Ford Mondeo, Vauxhall Insignia and 
Volkswagen Passat could be tempted by the 
Mazda 6. With a host of standard equipment, 
especially in SE-L Nav trim, it provides an 
eye-catching alternative to the much more 
commonplace models.

Keeping the Superb clean and sparkling during the start of a long term road test 



Tom Barnard enjoying the car

Every winter my credit card takes a battering. But 
now the Skoda Superb has entered my life I know 
it will survive the cold weather unscathed. 

I’m not talking about the cost savings of running our 
newest arrival. Instead, I’m talking about the Superb’s 
integrated ice scraper. Built into the fuel filler flap is a 
neat little device designed to remove frost from your 
windows. 

No longer will I have to use the contents of my wallet 
to clear the windscreen. 

It’s just one example of the clever touches built 
into the big Skoda. Caught in a rainstorm? There 
are umbrellas stowed in both front doors. There’s a 
removable torch in the boot and a clip to hold pay 
and display tickets to the windscreen too. 

These sort of touches mean that owners can 
become quite evangelical about Skoda ownership. 
After just a couple of weeks and 1,000 miles I can see 
why. 

The 2.0-litre TDI engine is a fine combination of 
refinement, performance and economy. It’s currently 
averaging a smudge under 50mpg, meaning that a 
full tank will take it over 600 miles. It’s a real luxury 
being able to avoid chilly forecourts. 

Niceties 

Talking of luxury, our Superb is the range-topping 
Laurin & Klement (named in honour of the two 
founders of Skoda) so comes with a few more 
niceties than even those already mentioned. Our 
car’s list price tops £33,500, which puts it up against 
some pretty tough competition, but the Superb 
trumps them all for equipment. It seems technology 
from Skoda’s parent company VW has filtered down 
so that you are getting Audi gadgets and quality for 
less. 

But, at the risk of sounding spoilt, the tech isn’t 
all brilliant. Firstly, you have to tick the options box 
to supplement the parking sensors with a rear¬ 
view camera. It’s £350 too, which seems a lot for 
something that is standard on rivals’ mid-range 
superminis. 

The infotainment system gives you the choice 
of the excellent Skoda system or Apple’s CarPlay. 

As an iPhone user I thought Apple would pip the 
car’s system, but the truth is that the CarPlay looks 
and feels a decade old. If I was engaging the car in 
conversation, it wouldn’t be polite to tell the Superb 
that is it has a big behind. But the truth is that it does. 
It’s huge. 

This is of course one of the Superb’s biggest selling 
points. The luggage space is vast - bigger than a 
Mercedes E-Class estate. It can swallow bikes whole 
with space to spare. And unlike some estate cars the 
rear passengers are treated to acres of legroom too. 

To access that vast boot space, the L&K model 
is also supposed to have a gadget called Virtual 
Pedal that allows you to open the boot by swiping 
your foot under the rear bumper - handy if you have 
your hands full. But I just can’t get it to work. I even 
resorted to reading the owner’s manual to see if I’m 
missing something but I still can’t get the magic to 
happen. 

But it’s a small gjitch in a car that is otherwise so 
well thought out. Skoda deserves credit for that.

Taking in the sights at the top of the pass

Since it arrived for test I had only had the chance 
to be a passenger in the Kia, which was a suitably 
pleasant experience as far as sitting in a car 
travelling up and down the UK motorway network 
goes. 

So imagine my delight when I was handed the 
keys to the Sportage and told to head for Maranello 
to take part in this year’s Bangers4BEN charity rally. 

It was the same delight I had to try to disguise as 
the rest of the participants rolled on to the ferry at 
Dover, knowing that the next 2,000 miles would be in 
comfort and style. 

The Kia had already proven its worth getting the 
team around on home soil, but when faced with the 
long, seemingly endless French roads, it really began 
to excel. 

With cruise control selected, the Kia effortlessly ate 
up the miles. The Sportage proved the ideal car for 
the journey, big and comfy with a definite premium 
feel in the cabin and a sat nav that you don’t need a 
degree to operate. 

The drive was a little dull, but the Kia was great 
and must have looked fantastic as several roadside 
cameras decided to take a picture as we made our 
way across France, into Switzerland and onwards. 

It was day three that really made the Kia stand out. 
This was the day that I tackled the most beautifully 
terrifying drive of my life - the Furka Pass. Reaching 
almost 8,000 feet above sea level, this is the iconic 
alpine pass from the movie Goldfinger. Equally 
ranked as one of the best driving roads and most 
dangerous routes in the world, the Furka Pass was to 
give the Kia one hell of a challenge. 

It was faced with ridiculously steep climbs, hairpin 
bends and few passing spots, all the while with a very 
nervous driver behind the wheel. It coped admirably 
though, unlike the driver. 

For a big lump the handling was tight and 
responsive, the engine and gearbox seamlessly 
delivering as we powered up into the Alps, and - 
most importantly - it had very good brakes. It has to 
be said that the rest of the rally participants found the 
drive a bit more Driving Miss Daisy than Goldfinger, 
but I don’t bounce well and with the Swiss approach 
to a safety barrier sometimes being no more than a 
kerb, it was all my nerves would take. 

In all, an awesome drive where the Kia did us proud 
-though I’m not sure I returned the favour!

Mokka X High on list 
of affordable SUVs 



A facelift makes a good package from Vauxhall even more attractive

With no signs of a dip in sales of compact SUVs 
- by far the biggest sector of the new car market - 
it’s a good time for Vauxhall to update its offering 
to keep it in the race. 

The new Mokka X, already one of the more 
capacious examples of the genre, now comes with a 
minor facelift, new equipment and, more importantly, 
two efficient new engines - a 1.4 petrol turbo and 
Vauxhall’s 1.6 litre whisper diesel which does live up 
to its name. 

The test car was powered by the latter unit as used 
in top models of the much-acclaimed new Astra, with 
136PS of power and a hefty 320NM of torque, which 
endows it with the dual benefits of lively performance 
and relaxed cruising. 

It is indeed a quiet unit: never raucous even 
under hard acceleration, and virtually silent even at 
motorway speeds. 

Its refinement is matched by its tax efficiency: its 
114gm/km CO rating means road tax and benefit in 
kind tax are kept relatively low. 

Official tests put its average fuel consumption at 
almost 66mpg, but such official figures are rarely 
(if ever) achieved in the real world so my test figure 
of 54mpg over a couple of hundred miles of mixed 
driving might be a reasonable guide. 

The test car was in Elite trim and costs £24,415 but 
the range goes from £17,640 to £26,815, which is very 
competitive in this sector of the market. 

The new Mokka comes with a front end facelift 
including a new wing-shaped horizontal grille and 
double wing LED headlights. The back lights are also 
new, and on the inside the car has a completely new 
dashboard adapted from the new Astra. 

It retains its sporty good looks without 
compromising on interior space, able to 
accommodate five adults in comfort plus 356 litres of 
cargo. Naturally you can fold down the rear seats to 
increase boot capacity to 1,372 litres. 

Relaxed 

The seating position is high, for easier access and 
good visibility, which is one of the big attractions for 
SUV buyers. The big, sports-style front seats hold 
you comfortable and secure, and for those in the 
front seat heaters are standard on this model as was 
a heated leather steering wheel. 

The test car was a front wheel drive version (which 
the majority of buyers will chose) although there is a 
4x4 option. In spite of its height, the Mokka X handles 
well and corners with little discernible body roll, 
probably because of rather firm suspension which 
you do notice over some of our B-roads. The car 
performs well, and feels particularly relaxed during 
motorway cruising. 

Equipment includes digital radio, Bluetooth, 
automatic headlights and wipers, electrically 
heated and folding door mirrors, ABS, stability and 
traction controls, hill start assist and a tyre pressure 
monitoring system. 

It is also fitted with OnStar, Vauxhall’s new system 
where the touch of a button can put you in touch with 
a real human operator for help and assistance. If, for 
instance, you’re unlucky enough to have an accident 
the operator can tell exactly where you are and alert 
the emergency services. 

For those who prefer petrol to diesel, Vauxhall 
has added the option of a 1.4 direct injection turbo 
engine from the Astra, This 152PS unit, even with a 
six-speed automatic transmission and apadtive all 
wheel drive, is still capable of averaging 43.5mpg and 
C02 emissions of 150g/km. It’s pretty nifty too, able 
to tackle the 0 to 62mph dash in 9.4 seconds. 

There’s a MOPS version of the same engine, 
providing a little more economy and lower emissions. 

Since its launch just four years ago, Vauxhall has 
sold more than 500,000 Mokkas in Europe - with one 
in five going to UK buyers. 

Its new engines and interior should keep it high 
up on the list of affordable SUVs, even without the 
OnStar system which provides a level of assistance 
and a safety net unusual in cars in this price range.

S-Cross beefed up and much tastier 


SUZUKI S-CROSS 



The revamped model offers more room and a range of new hi-tech and efficient engines

The often overlooked Suzuki S-Cross 
was among the early players in the now 
burgeoning compact crossover sector. 

In spite of competitive pricing and a high 
degree of competence, what it perhaps 
lacked was the chunky looks demanded by 
those who have sent SUV sales soaring by 
27 per cent this year. The car was too car-like 
for that. But that’s all changed, with a heavily 
revamped model which offers more room, 
a range of new hi-tech and efficient engines 
and importantly perhaps - if first impressions 
do count - the stronger, bolder looks of a full¬ 
blown SUV. 

The S-Cross now comes with two small and 
economical (but still punchy) turbocharged 
petrol engines: a 1.0 litre version from the 
new Baleno and the 1.4 from the acclaimed 
new Vitara S. The revamped 1.6 turbo diesel 
is more familiar, but now offers lower fuel 
consumption and C02 emissions. 

Unlike many of its rivals, all versions are 
available with Suzuki’s proven ALLGRIP four 
wheel drive on demand system. 

Prices range from £14,999 for a two-wheel 
drive with the 1.0 Boosterjet engine, rising to 
£24,349 flagship model with 1.6 turbo diesel 
and four wheel drive. A six-speed twin clutch 
auto is an option with both petrol engines. 

The new S-Cross is much more distinctively 
styled, with a bolder new grille, clam sheel 
bonnet, broader ‘shoulders’ and new LED 
lights. It also has greater ground clearance. 

Inside, it has been upgraded with some 


softer, more expensive-looking materials 
and a lot of new technology, including the 
central information/control screen. The cabin 
has plenty of room for five adults. Leg and 
headroom in the back is particularly generous 
for this class, with a roomy 430 litre boot 
(875 litres with the rear seatbacks folded 
down). The seating position is high, one of the 
attractions of an SUV. It means easier access, 
and great visibility. 

A major attraction is that you can have 
a smooth, comfortable car with 4x4 
capability that is still economical to run and 
environmentally friendly. That’s thanks to the 
combination of new engines and Suzuki’s 
ALLGRIP 4x4 system, both geared to 
efficiency and fuel saving. 

Impressed 

I must admit that, although I was mightily 
impressed by the 1.0 Boosterjet engine in the 
Baleno I did wonder how such a small, three 
cylinder engine would cope with a heavier 
4x4. The answer is perfectly, confirming my 
high opinion of it in the Baleno. The figures are 
some illustration: Oto 62mph in 11 seconds, 
an official 56.4mpg average and a low 113g/ 
km of C02, but that’s only part of the story. 

The small, turbocharged petrol engine 
is becoming increasingly popular with 
manufacturers and drivers. It has the 
economy advantage of a small engine under 
light throttle, but put your foot down and you 
have the added oomph from the blower. The 
Boosterjet produces HObhp and 170Nm of 
torque. Compare that to a current, normally 
aspirated 1.0 litre engine from a major 


manufacturer - 60bhp and 95Nm. The torque 
figure is, if anything, more important than bhp. 
It mean the Boosterjet, and consequently 
the S-Cross, is responsive and flexible from 
low revs and it drives particularly smoothly 
and quietly without the noise and need for 
constant gearchanges we experience in a 
more traditional engine. 

During a long test drive across A and B 
roads in North Wales, my test car averaged an 
impressive 49.7mpg. Driving it was a relaxed 
experience because it has the refinement of a 
car with a much bigger (and thirstier) car. 

The 1.4 Boosterjet, of course, has more of 
everything. MOPS, 220Nm, a 0 to 62mph 
sprint time of 10.2 seconds and yet still 
manages better than 50mpg economy and 
C02 emissions of 127g/km. It is both more 
powerful and more economical than the old 
1.6 petrol engine it replaces. 

Currently 76 per cent of all Suzuki’s sold 
here go to private buyers, people spending 
their own money which says a lot for the 
brand. But Suzuki is hoping to make a bigger 
impact on the fleet market with its 1.6 turbo 
diesel version of the S-Cross, with a special 
business-user specification, the SZ-T. With 
120bhp and 320NM of torque it can average 
almost 69mpg and the lowest C02 rating of 
the range - 106g/km - making it one of the 
most tax-efficient SUVs around. 

All models have seven airbags, electronic 
stability system, and a five star EuroNCAP 
safety rating. All models, get alloy wheels, air 
con, cruise control, stereo radio/CD player 
and Bluetooth connectivity, electric windows, 
electrically heated and adjustable door 


mirrors, hill hold, automatic engine stop/start 
and multi-function information display. 

The S-Cross’s bold new ‘face’ will probably 
be the first thing many potential buyers notice, 
but competence as well as beauty isn’t just 
skin deep. 

The latest version of the car has a practical 
and much improved interior, and under the 


bonnet the new engines are a technical tour 
de force, offering small capacity economy 
with the refinement of a bigger power plant. 

The availability of four wheel drive 
confidence with even the smallest, cheapest 
versions may well be a big attraction to private 
buyers, but specification and tax efficiency 
means Suzuki should now make some bigger 
inroads into the lucrative fleet market.

HE WAS only 31 when he became man¬ 
ager in 1948, but over the next 16 years 
Stan Cullis - born 100 years ago last 
week - cemented himself in Wolves folk¬ 
lore. 

One of the most successful managers to grace 
the game in this country, he was lauded by his 
peers. In 1976, none other than legendary Liv¬ 
erpool boss Bill Shankly said of him: “It would 
be difficult to name anyone since the game be¬ 
gan who could qualify to be in the same class as 
Stan Cullis. 

“Above all, Stan is a very clever man who could 
have been successful at anything.” 

The man considered to be one of the greatest man¬ 
agers in English football history was born in Elles¬ 
mere Port on October 25, 1916. During his time in 
charge, he led Wolves to three Division One titles and 
two FA Cups and the he built in the late 50s is still 
regarded today one of most successful ever in English 
football. 

Stamped 

In 1960, he was one point away from completing a 
domestic double and a consecutive hat-trick of league 
titles. Although he was frighteningly young when he 
took charge of the team, he soon stamped his author¬ 
ity on it, behaving more like a strict headmaster than 
one of the chaps. 

But he was no ranter and raver. He famously never 
swore, but built his disciplinarian approach on tradi¬ 
tional elements of respect. Cullis would have died for 
Wolves, and he demanded his players do so too. 

In 1949 he lifted his first trophy as manager, beat¬ 
ing Leicester City 3-1 in the FA Cup final, capped by 
a goal from the late 

Sammy Smyth. It was Wolves’ first major trophy

since 1908 but in 1954 he delivered another - the first 
Division One title in the club’s history. 

It was made all the sweeter because the team 
overhauled Albion with five games to go. There was 
continental success too, in an age before European 
football. 

Cullis organised prestige matches against Spartak 
Moscow, who were hammered 4-0, and Dynamo Mos¬ 
cow, who were beaten 2-1. 

After Hungary embarrassed England 6-3 at Wem¬ 
bley, Wolves beat a Honved side littered with their 
national team stars 3-2 at Molineux. 

It led Cullis to laud his team as ‘champions of the 
world’ - and it sparked the formation of the European 
Cup. 

Cullis won two more Championships in 1957/58 
and 1958/59, as well as another FA Cup in 1960. 

Wolves began to struggle to maintain their domi¬ 
nance in English football, overtaken by Manchester 
United’s ‘Busby Babes’. But it was still a huge shock 
when Cullis was sacked in 1964. 

And the decision led to a huge backlash from the 
club’s fans. 

The team had made a poor start to the 1964/65 sea¬ 


son, with 48-year-old Cullis missing matches as the 
stress of the job took its toll. He oversaw their first 
victory on September 14, a 4-3 triumph over West 
Ham at Molineux. But the win couldn’t save him. 

Three days after a brief statement from the board 
of directors, the club, led by chairman John Ireland, 
finally made a proper statement, having felt ‘com¬ 
pelled to amplify their original statement’ due to ad¬ 
verse publicity. 

“It was with great regret this action had to be taken 
and that his long association with the club had to 
end,” the statement said. 

“The decision was brought about by events and 
pressure inside the club, particularly covering a pe¬ 
riod of at least three years.” 

It wasn’t enough to quell the anger of Wolves sup¬ 
porters who were disgusted with the way Cullis had 
been treated. The Express & Star, which set up a tes¬ 
timonial fund for Cullis, was besieged with letters. 

Greatness 

One, from someone calling themselves ‘Ex-Loyal’, 
summed up the anger: “It is no coincidence that these 
30 years of greatness have been the same 30 years 
that Stanley Cullis has given to the club. 

“And now, overnight, this club of ours have, by the 
stroke of a pen, converted themselves into ‘just an¬ 
other club’, have cast away their greatness and its 
dignity.” 

On the field Wolves, all too predictably, struggled 
to recover from the bombshell. They lost their next 
seven matches, won just 13 all season and were rel¬ 
egated to Division Two for the first time since 1932. 

Gold and black through and through, he declared 
he would not work in football again, although Bir¬ 
mingham City did manage to tempt him back into 
management a year later. 

He retired from football for good in 1970 and died 
just over 15 years ago aged 84.

Robinson - like Summers, a graduate 
of Lions Boxing Club in Dudley - instead 
challenges Lee Markham for the English 
middleweight title on November 25. 

Byfield, from Netherton, has been 
paired against Harvey Hemsley. 

The rest of the card will see Row- 
ley Regis’ unbeaten Tyler Denny, the 
25-year-old middleweight, up against 
Robert Studzinski, a former opponent 
of Denny’s sparring partner, Baggies 
Bomber Tommy Langford. 

Birmingham’s Kane Baker, Telford’s 
Tony Jones and Leicester’s CJ Chal¬ 
lenger are also in action.
